A 
stipulation which they can well afford 
o make In view of the Immense ad- 
vantages the new arrangement brings 
o Russia and Japan In dteterminlng 
their permanent occupancy and trade 
division of Manchuria.. It Is believed 
iere that the transaction includes also 
a secret agreement In which Russia 
and Japan will act together to pre- 
serve rights already gained In north- 
ern China. 


The RuBBO-Japmese treaty no doubt 


Is an Indirect but none the less posi- 
tive outcome of the proposition of Sec- 
retary of the^State Xnox to neutral- 
ize the 
Marichurlan railroads, 
the 


ownership of which Is divided between 
Russia and Japan.. 


The Knox suggestion was bound to 


fall, for the two eastern powers had 
gone too far.with their plans of rail- 
road and trade dcvelopement to turn 
backward. 
The TJnlted States then 


urged the promotion of a parallel 
trans-Manchnrlan road, but BO far the 
scheme has not got beyond paper. 


Having determined to hold what 


they already have, Russia and Japan 
can hardly be expected to view with 
complacency 
any railroad 
rivalry, 


neither is It likely that the other Eu- 
ropean powers are'In a position to 
force the two allies to -withdraw from 
Manchurlan territory. The trade In- 
terests there, liko those of the United 
States, are still too small to justify 
overt action of that character. 


The practical operation of the new 


agreement will be to bring about con- 
ditions desired, by Rtissia and Japan 
Immediately after thair war. It was 
then too early for the two enemies to 
come to a complete understanding, 
although the Russians proposed it at 
the 
time. 
Japan's alliance 
with 


Great Britain stood in the way and the 
Hay open-door policy was still of vital 
influence In the east.
